Washington — The long-awaited 


and perhaps long-overdue reaction 
of the nazi government 
to Ameri- 


ca's "aid-to-Britain" foreign policy 
has come at last. The particular in- 
cident

test in threaten- 
ing terms is the 
talk-of proposal 
to

which are the 
property of the 
axis powers or 
the small coun-

by military power. 


What the nazi authorities do not 


realize is that their charge of un- 
neutrality is based upon interna- 
tional law as it used to exist. Neu- 
trality was abolished by the nazis 
\vhen they Invaded Denmark, Nor- 
way, Belgium and Holland. All so- 
called neutral nations were there- 
upon put on notice that whenever 
it suits the 
nazi government 
to 


seize neutral territory or property 
it will do so. 


The United States 
government 


has adopted as its foreign policy a 
program of defense against poten- 
tial aggression. While hopeful that 
the nazis will never attack Ameri- 
can territory 
or establish them- 


selves in the American sphere of 
interest 
in this 
hemisphere, the 


United States government cannot 
be sure, in view of the nazi attitude 
toward neutral nations, just what 
contingents may arise. This is why 
the American policy of defense is to 
impound any funds possessed by 
nations under nazi control and to 
turn over to Great Britain any or 
all facilities which will tend to 
keep the nazis from ever being able 
to attack the United States. 


American Policy 


The American policy can be tech- 


nically called one of passive bellig- 
erency as distinguished from active 
belligerency 
in which American 


man-power would be put into ac- 
tion. The difference is solely be- 
tween money or property, on the 
one hand, and man-power on the 
other. With respect to the use of 
private or public property.for the 


aid of belligerent! during war-time 
• voluminous set of rules have been 
built up under international law for 
centuries. All such rules now have 
in effect been declared inoperative 
by the United States 
government 


as a measure of defense against the 
ruthless violation of neutral terri- 
tory and property by the nazis. 


This therefore, is the American! 


foreign policy which the nazi gov- 
ernment may indignantly protest, 
but it is a direct consequence of the 
abandonment of all rules by the 
nazis themselves. 


immediate use of American man- 
power, including 
the 
American 


navy, in aid of Britain. So long M 
American aid is confined to materi- 
al assistance-and even to the seiz- 
ure and transfer to Britain of the 
axis merchant ships, the nazis may 
feel they can still conquer the Brit- 
ish.

But they cannot be certain-what 


will happen if the United States 
gets into the fray, too. They know, 
moreover, that the Japanese cannot 
be depended upon to play the nazi 
game to the extent of an actual war 
with the United States, for, after all, 
the Chinese problem isn't liquidated 


in two important

May 10 last when the nazis invaded 
Holland and Belgium. First was the 
release to Britain of over-age de- 
stroyers. Irrespective of the fact 
that air bases were obtained in 
compensation, the fact remains that 
neutral governments do not by sub- 
terfuge or otherwise make avail- 
able their warships to a belligerent 
government and expect to be called

Berlin Strategy 


The Berlin strategy thus far has 


been one of bluff in which Tokio 
has gladly concurred because it cost 
Tokio very little to play along with 
the nazis. But if Britain begins to 
get the upper hand, Japan would 
not wish to be found isolated from 
both the United States'and the Brit- 
ish empire. The appeasement parties 
in Tokio would promptly become 
active in urging that the Japanese 
b^corne involved no further in pull-,

nub really conquer Britain, for. 
then America's alignment with Can- 
ada might furnish 
a potential 


threat to the maintenance by the' 
nazis of the fruits of their con- 
quest 


America is a passive belligerent 


today and the nazi government is 
an undeclared, but nevertheless re- 
alistic opponent of American inter- 
ests. Over the wisdom or unwisdom 
of this policy as it has been evolved, 
it is futile now to argue except ac- 
ademically. Many Americans have 
cautioned against 
thta evolution, 


but the die has been cast and the 
defense program is really suffer- 
ing because of the indecision which 
has hitherto enveloped our nation- 
al policy. The more concretely this 
is defined and the more threats 
come from Berlin, the more quickly' 
will the passive belligerency of 
America be made more efficient in 
the material and financial orbit to 
which it u at present confined.

But, for reasons of 
their own, historic terms, are ig- 
nored by belligerents and non-bel- 
ligerents nowadays. Japan for ex- 
ample, still insists hers was no war 
on China and hence, from the vicw- 


I point of the United States, no offi- 
cial embargo under our old neu- 
trality laws was ordered. Likewise. 
Japan openly proclaimed an alli- 
ance with Germany and said to the 
United States that at any given mo- 
ment the Tokio government would 
construe for itself whether America 
was engaged-in attacking Germany. 
Yet since then Japan has not de- 
clared "war on America and Ameri- 
ca has not declared war on Japan.

There is a craving for the trappings of 


glory and a desire for that satisfaction 
known as vengeance that only begets 
additional and more bitter vengeance. 


Those who looked for a great leader 


2,000 years ago found one who employed 
the simplicity of truth and the universal- 
ity of humility to construct a genuinely 
permanent empire of peace, plenty and 
good will. 


Practically all the principles of 
the 


faith thus founded appeal singly and en 
masse to every just man because of their 
logic and correctness. 
They have en- 


dured while the empires founded upon 
violence have broken and crashed. 


These principles are eternal. They are 


the Right. The gossamer institutions set 
up in defiance of them are the Wrong. 
And they have perished. 


Yet all is not well with the world. In 


the hands of men the principles of Chris- 
tianity have become sluggish. Although 
these principles may rule a nation they 
seem to have great difficulty in passing 
boundaries. If these principles actuated 
nations today the world would know no 
strife. 
But this is no time to become 


downhearted or 
lose 
confidence. 
The 


world has made great strides in some re- 
spects. Looking back on the long trail of 
humanity there is every reason to hope 
for the future. 


we should be the last ones in the world 
called upon to foot the bills. About 90 per 
cent of our forefathers came here, to get 
away from the slavery of European ~mili«- 
tary service, the fatiguing toil of paying 
for its wars and the dark clouds of anxiety 
that forever hung over its future. 


But that is not the entire picture. For 


we must consider our own interests and 
our probable future and try to outline 
the possible effects upon us of a stale- 
mate and compromise which may now be 
had by London, as well as the possibilities 
if the war goes to a decision either way. 


The English Feat of Arms 


The English soldier was always a prime 


fighting man when his heart was in the 
battle. And now the story in Africa clear- 
ly reveals that the English have at last 
some supremely efficient generalship. 
. 


Only a little while ago fears prevailed 


that the Suez Canal was a goner. No 
doubt, Mussolini promised it to Hitler. 
What could one expect when the Italians 
had 100,000 men in Ethiopia and 200,000 
in Libya and the British lay between, 
outnumbered and apparently divested of 
the advantage of picking the time and the 
arena of conflict. 


The English have certainly adopted the 


blitzkrieg methods with astonishing speed. 
They have isolated the army in Ethiopia 
and rendered it impotent. And they have 
captured a third of the army in Libya 
and routed the rest of it. Even worse for 
the Axis the English and Greeks together 
have shown Italy that the Italian people 
do not want to fight because they haven't 
anything to fight about and no one to 
hate. 


General Wavell, who directs the Brit- 


ish in Africa, accomplished the same rare 
feat the Germans did in going through the 
low countries and subduing France. 
For 


it is one thing to engage by attack upon 
a town or some specific object in battle 
for several days to accomplish a certain 
result and a vastly different thing to 
maintain speed and direction week after 
week despite the dead and wounded, the 
mopping up and the terrific task of keep- 
ing flowing a constant supply of food, 
guns, ammunition and gasoline. 


A blitzkrieg is a great affair but it 


must blitz clear to the finish or all its 
hopes may fail. 
The 
German 
smash 


through France was a wonderful feat of 
arms. But that will not prevent ultimate 
disaster to Berlin if any enemy remains 
who may learn the lesson and go and do 
likewise. 


The Greeks and the English have re- 


lieved pressure on Great Britain's life 
line. The Italian attack on Greece gave 
England bases of supply it never other- 
wise could have obtained. And already 
Herr Hitler is scowling upon those fel- 
lows who approved the design to invite 
Italy into the war. For Italy is already an 
encumbrance. 


And So We are fo Pay the BUM 


Perhaps we 
might take a fleeting 


glance at our war over in Europe. It may 
help us determine whether or not we 
should persist in the attempt of some of 
our good people to pay for it 


It may be remembered that the intol- 


erant Hitler and his coterie of skillful, 
energetic but unprincipled followers be- 
gan running amuck about three years ago. 
We may start with their assault upon 
Austria. No one said very much because 
the Austrians were Germans and it seems 
that one German "has a right to do any- 
thing he likes to another German. 


Next came the Sudeten Germans. And 


again there was considerable thought to 
the effect that if Hitler took over Ger- 
mans in the Sudeten territory it was no 
particular skin off anyone's back. 
But 


Hitler didn't stop with the Sudeten Ger- 
mans and gobbled all of Czechoslovakia. 


Pretty soon he started growling at Pol- 


and. 
This was too much for England. 


She immediately wrote a treaty with Pol- 
and to the general effect that she would 
help Poland in case of attack. 


Then the big gamblers eyed 'each oth- 


er. Who had four aces and who had a 
bob-tail flush? 
Hitler called England's 


bet and moved against the Poles, first 
aligning himself %vith Russia by offering 
her half the pot. The English called the 
bluff, declared war. and then did very 
little by way of preparation while the 
Germans worked tooth and nail to get 
in shape. 


Now, just why should we bend our 


backs to pay for this war? Our president 
egged England on publicly. To what ex- 
tent he may have acted privately, if at 
all, may never be known. 


Two thousand years ago Europe was a 


cockpit. 
When one nation became too 


strong others were quick to humble her 
pride and dimmish her dominions. Is it 
cynicism to say that the campaigns of the 
Duke of Marlborough or of Bonaparte arc 
only being repeated today and give prom- 
ise of swifter return engagements so long 
as the expansive American treasury is 
available to pay the bills? 


Did England really care about Poland 


and dcmociacy or did she go to war to 
check the swiftly expanding power of 
Berlin? It i.s impossible to cross-examine 
a nation and obtain direct answers to nat- 
ural queries that arise. But the very title 
of "appeasement" given to the Munich 
agreement whereby Czechoslovakia was 
abandoned, clearly infers that the princi- 
ple of the freedom of little nations was 
not involved but only the extent of the 
steps that Germany might take to satis- 
fy her ambitions.

proof. Insurance is one defense but sel- 
dom docs a company carry a policy of 
such size as to make whole a substantial 
looting of its treasury. 


. Now that seven years have passed 


since bank failures were matters of daily 
| news it may fairly be said that the bank 


examinations existing during the dolorous 
twenties probably caused poorer banks 
than had there been no examination at 
all. The system devised to make safety 
with that mysterious statement about gov- 
ernment examination only tended to put 
the people to sleep and give a long list of 
flimsy bank examiners a chance to borrow 
money from weak banks that dared not 
refuse them because of soiled records. 


What the interested persons in the Cc- 


darbuig company think must be a mat- 
ter of conjecture. But it did the stock- 
holders a lot of good to go down in their 
jeans every time bank examiners came 
and pay them a fat fee for an examina- 
tion that only gummed their sight.

Washington—A few'days ago army «ir corps 


chiefs sent a certain memorandum to Defense 
Commissioner William Knudsen. The public 
was given no hint of the document and the 
chances are it will never see the light of day. 


But in this secret memo is one answer to 


why the warplane program is lagging, as Knud- 
sen frankly'admitted in his speech before the 
National Association of Manufacturers. Where- 
as Knudsen talked only in general terms about 
the shortcomings of industry and labor, the 
air corps memo puts a blunt finger on one of 
the key bottlenecks of the aviation industry— 
aluminum-alloy forgings and castings. 


These are vital in the manufacture of planes, 


and the only large producer in the United 
States is the Aluminum Corporation of Amer- 
ica (Alcoa), largely controlled by the Mellon 
family. A few independents also make castings, 
but Alcoa dominates the output, as well as 
aluminum-alloy tubing and sheeting, also es- 
sential in manufacturing planes. 


Today, deliveries of forgings arc 
seven 


months behind and of castings three months in 
arrears. 


For months the major airplane plants- 


Douglas, Consolidated, Northrop and others- 
have been clamoring desperately for more of 
these supplies. Result: whereas deliveries of 
forgings to Douglas were four months behind 
last July, they are now seven months behind. 
This has forced the use of castings, which are 
weaker and less desirable than forgings. 
WHO'S TO BLAME 


Who is to blame for this grave situation is a 


matter of bitter dispute. 


All hands arc agreed that there is no short- 


age of aluminum ingots, of which Aluminum 
Corporation is the principal producer. 
The 


shortage is in the giant hammers and dies re- 
quired to make the plane forgings. In October, 
in an effort to meet the demand, Alcoa instal- 
led seven new hammers and now has a giant 
plant and machine tool expansion program -un- 
der way. 


But independents who are trying to break 


into this profitable monopoly complain irately 
that they can get no help from the defense 
commission; that the commission refuses finan- 
cial aid to get them started. 


Commission executives reply that they are 


handling the problem of rapidly increasing the 
output of forgings "through other channels," 
and then do some blame-placing 
themselves. 


They attribute a good share of the trouble to 
the plane makers, whom they charge with mak- 
ing needless technical demands and not get- 
ting their drawings of forgings in on time. 


In turn, the manufacturers blame the army 


and navy for constant changes in plane de- 
signs; argue that if plane parts were standard- 
ized much delay would be eliminated. 


Thus the buck is passed round-and-round, 


while deliveries on the forgings and castings 
continue to fall steadily behind, and airplane 
output tailspins. 
BIBLICAL DESTROYERS 


There were two reasons for that grin on the 


face of North Dakota's Governor John Moses 
when he left the White House the other day. 


One was an assurance that the president 


would personally investigate why North Da- 
kota has not received any of the new defense 
plants. Moses argued that his state was so far 
inland that it was ideal for defense industries. 
Roosevelt promised to look into the matter 
immediately. 


The other reason was an anecdote the presi- 


dent told Moses "about a famous namesake of 
yours." It happened when Roosevelt was as- 
sistant secretary of the na%-y in the Wilson 
administration. 


He was asked to select from a list of Ameri- 


can naval heroes, the name of a new destroyer. 
He picked '.'Israel," in honor of a U. S. captain 
who distinguished himself in the war against 
the Barbary Coast pirates in 1815. 


Some time later, Roosevelt was asked to ap- 


prove the personnel of this destroyer. And 
while looking over the list of personnel, anoth- 
er aide entered with another personnel list for 
a destroyer named "Moses." 


"This coincidence struck me as very funny," 


Roosevelt related, "and I leaned back and 
laughed. The young naval officer looked per- 
turbed and inquired, 'Aren't those the right 
crews foe those ships—Moses and Israel?' And 
then I laughed some more, because heading the 
lists of officers were the names of Murphy and 
O'Reilly."

Obviously, had East, after cashing 


one, club trick, shifted to either a 
spade or a heart, the contract sure- 
ly would have been defeated. Of 
course, the declarer could have dis- 
carded differently from the dummy 
had he known the adverse lay of 
honors, but the point was that with 
the existing position East's insist- 
ence on his own tricks had been 
fatal. 


East could be certain that, unless

1 cup brown sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
I teaspoon salt 
1 cup shredded coconut 
1 cup chopped nuts 


Beat the eggs until light, then stir 


in the brown sugar and mix thor- 
oughly. Blend in the vanilla. Sift 
flour once before measuring. Sift 
flour, baking powder and salt to- 
gether and stir into the brown sugar 
mixture. 
Beat until smooth. Then 


blend in the cocoanut and chopped 
nuts. Spread evenly over the slight- 
ly cooled, baked bottom layer in the 
baking pan, and bake—for 25 min- 
utes, in a moderate oven 350 degrees

2 cups brown sugar, firmly packed 
2 eggs 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 cups quick-cooking oatmeal 
1 cup wheat flakes 
1 cup coarsely chopped salted 


peanuts 
Cream the shortening, add the 


sugar gradually and cream thor- 
oughly. Then blend in the well 
beaten eggs. Sift flour once before 
measuring. Then sift flour, baking 
powder, soda and salt together, and 
add with the oatmeal to the cream- 
ed mixture. Blend in the wheat 
flakes and salted peanuts. Drop by 
teaspoonfuls on a lightly greased 
heavy baking sheet. Flatten out 
each cookie with a fork dipped in 
flour, making a criss-cross pattern, 
to make them look as nice as they 
taste! Bake 10 to 12 minutes in a 
moderately hot oven 400 degrees F. 
This, recipe makes about 60 cookies, 
2 inches in diameter.

BOOK REVIEW 


Finds. Hemingway's Latest Novel 
Entertaining but No Masterpiece 


:—By J«an WiUy Thickens 


•TOR WHOM THE BELL TOLLS" 


by Ernest Hemingway, 
Ernest Hemingway's novels are 


not the type about which one can 
maintain a neutral attitude; either 
one admires them intensely or else 
one dislikes them with equal inten- 
sity. This reviewer belongs to the 
latter category. Critics have ac- 
claimed -For Whom the Bell Tolls" 
—the Book of the Month club's se- 
lection for December—as the finest 
thjng Mr. Hemingway has written 
since "Farewell to Arms" appeared 
several years ago. Granted that it is 
so,, it still Isn't extravagant praise 
from the critics, "Farewell to Arms" 
was the story of a young American 
in the first World war who fought 
with the Italian army. However he 
devoted so mudrtime to a "hole in 
the corner" amour with an army 
nurse that it was a mystery to this 
reader how he ever had any leisure 
to fight the Germans. 


There is • literary quality in Er- 


nest Hemingway's novels which is 
characteristic of everything he has 
written: an atmosphere of menace 
and foreboding; one feels that a 
sword of Kamocles is hanging pre- 
cariously over Our Hero's hapless 
head. This universal feature does 
not lend any atmosphere of sun- 
shine and light to his book, it is 
needless to proclaim. 


Probably the best feature of Er- 


'nest Hemingway's novels is his 
i characterizations which are clear, 
•true and well sustained. One feels 
, that one has actually met and talk- 
i ed with the men and women he de- 
| scribes and would recognize them

There has been no indication that Hitler was willing to make peace 


with the British on any terms that they consider acceptable. They have 
elected to fight on rather than submit to the kind of terms they might 
get. They consider life less precious than what they would be expected 
to surrender. By an open vote in 
parliament, by their stubborn re- 
sistance, and by their increasing 
orders for material here, the Brit- 
ish give every indication of con- 
tinuing to fight. 


The only signs of weakening ap- 


pear to have been limited to some 
business men who thought before 
the war that they could rely on 
Hitler and that it was better to play 
ball with lihn than to have to share 
their wealth with the rest of the 
people of England as a result of so- 
cial changes growing out of war. 
There is no evidence that this view 
has spread beyond a small group. 
England as a whole gives every in- 
dication of wishing to fight rather 
than to submit. That has been made 
clear to Hitler, and his supreme ef- 
fort to crush England is now 
awaited. Churchill indicates it may 
come any time. Officials here ex- 
pect it within three months. 
Direct Concern of U. S. 
Is in Sea Power Status 


Hitler still holds the offensive, 


despite Italian reverses in the Medi- 
terranean. He has not really test- 
ed his full strength against England. 
He promised his people that he 
would move last fall but he did not, 


and recently he asked them to let 
him judge the time when he should 
strike. He cannot go back to them 
now except bearing a victor's peace. 
Unable to get that out of Britain! 
now, he must fight to win his terms. 


To urge Britain to make peace 


now would be in effect asking that 
Britain make peace on Hitler's 
terms. It would amount to our tell- 
ing the British that what they were 
fighting for was not worth it. It 
would amount to telling them that 
they had better accept the fate of 
France today. It is not believed 
here that Britain as yet has any- 
thing to bargain with against Hitler. 


At this point I wander off on 


my own. If England does stand up 
under the expected attack, if Eng- 
land demonstrates that Hitler, by 
exerting his supreme effort, cannot 
defeat her, then she will have some- 
thing with which to bargain. . 


It may be possible that the domi- 


nant land power and the dominant 
sea power, neither being able to de- 
feat the other, could make a peace. 
Moreover, if it corns to that, if Hit- 
ler is unable to crush England, he 
will have received a severe reverse 
amounting to a decisive defeat.

CHHISTMAS CARDS 


As you read these words, mil- 


lions of Christmas cards will be in 
the mails', on their way to people 
living in different parts of our con- 
tinent.-Already, vast numbtrs have 
bwn delivered, but thousand* of 
railway cars, speeding in many di- 
rections, contain further loads of 
them. 


The Christmas card custom 
has 


become a strong part of the holi- 
day time. More cards are mailed 
than presents. 


Although a card does not hold 


the same place 
as a Christmas 


present, It reminds friends of our 
good wishes for them. No matter 
how kindly our thoughts may be, 
most of us do not have enough mon- 
ey to buy presents for all our 
friends. Instead of doing so, we can 
mail cards to them and show we are 
thinking of them during this season 
of the year. 


Christmas cards may be made 


cither of thin cardboard or of heavy 
paper. In either case, they remind 
us of the important process of pa- 
per-making. 


Think of how much the world 


would lose if we did not have pa- 
per of any kind; There would be no 
books, no newspapers, no maga- 
zines! No letters would pass through 
the mail, at least none written on 
paper. 


In ancient times, some letters, 


were not written on paper. They i 
were marked on clay tablets or on 
slates. Such letters were clumsy 
to handle, as compared with modern 
letters. 


The first kind of paper, so far as 


known, was "papyrus." It was made 
from reeds which grew in the Nile 
river. Perhaps as much a« 7.000 
years ago the people of Egypt used 
sheets of that paper. 


The first rag paper appears to 


have been made in China, about 2.- 
000 years ago. The art of making 
such paper did not spread to Eu- 
rope until more than 1,000 years 
after it was first made by the Chi- 
ne<=e. 


Rag paper is used to this day. but 


it is more costly than other kinds. 
In modern times, it has been learn- 
ed that things besides rags can bo 
employed to make paper. Back in 
the year 1800. a book was print- 
ed on paper made from straw. Forty 
years later, a step toward making 
pacer from wood pulp was taken. 


Today a great proportion of our 


paper is produced from wood pulp. 
The paper usCd for printing news- 
papers is composed almost entirely 
of -wood. 


Cardboard, or pasteboard, is a 


product of paper. Several sheets of 
paper are pasted together, and are 
placed under strong pressure. At the 
end we have a sheet of cardboard. 


Christmas cards date back almost 


a century. We have a record of them 
in England as early as 1844.
